SCHEME RELATED IN COURT.

Phlladelpbla, April 27.— Former 

United States District Attorney Ellery 
P. Ingbam and Harvey K. Newltt, wbo 
wu Ingbam 'I tiaiitaBt, wer« arraign- 
ed before Unlttd Btatee Conimis^gioner 
EdmundB on tha charge of attempting 
to bribe a aecrct atlnrica optratWa, WU- 
liaiB J. McManus, in connactlon wltb 
tbe Jacoba-Kendig-Taylor-Bradall rev- 
enue atamp eounterfettlng eonaplracy. 

William L. Kendig, tbe umcaster to- 
bacco manufacturer, was the first wit- 
aesB. He Ideotifled Mr. Ingham, and 
aald be flrat met bim on Jan. 31. At 
that tiae witneaa aald be (wltneaa) 
was making counterfeit revenue stamps 
of tbe denomination of 50 cigars. Wil- 
liam M. Jacobs, he said, was associateii 
with bim in tbia busineas. He said 
alao that Arthur Tajrlor bad engraved 
the plates, with the aaaiatance of Bald- 
win S. Bredell. 

Kendig said on the occa^iion of his 
flrat visit to Mr. Ingham's office he bad 
queationed Mr. Ingbam regarding tbe 
latter'a acquaintance with Secret Serv- 
ice Operativee Bums and McManus. 
asking the lawyer whether or not he 
thought they were corrupt or corrupt- 
ible. Ingbam, witness said, demanded 
a retainer and received (50. Kendig 
then detailed to Ingham, he said, the 
whole story of the bognis revenue 
stamps, and also informed bim that 
he and Jacobs were in poasesslon of 
the "Monroe head," counterfeit 
ellTer certificate. 

WitnesF said he told Tngham that he 
believed tbe secret service agents were 
after bim and Jacobs, and be wanted 
to find aome way of foreatalling them, 
eren to paying the agents a certain 
sum for two years, if neressary. 

Ingham asked for time to ronsider 
the case. He told the witness that he 
knew a boy who was a "natural born 
sneak," and would employ him to 
learn If the story witness told was true. 
Kendig gave him $15 for the boy's ex- 
penses. 

About Feb. 6 witneaa again saw Ing- 
ham, and be asked tor $600 as an addi- 
tional fee. AVItness gave him $250 on 
account and money for the boy's ex- 
penses. 

On Feb. 11 Jacobs accompanied Ken- 
dig to Mr. Ingham's offlce. Jacoba aak- 
td Ingham If he really believed Burns 
and MeManus were corrupt. He said 
he thought .McManus was. Ingham 
prevloufily mentioned Richard J. Len- 
non, an ex-police magistrate, aa being 
likely to approach MoManus. 

Four days later Ingham told witness 
his plan for reaching McManus. It 
consisted of taking tbe detective to the 
Union league, treating him to a dinner 
and wine, when tbe secret aenrlce man 
might become communicative. Ingbam 
asked the witness what amount of 
money he could pay if the secret serv- 
ice men were held off for a year. Wit 
oeaa said he and Jacoba could con- 
tribute about $3,000 a month. 

On a later occasion, Feb. 18. Mr. Ing 
bam informed Kendig that he had 
• triead who would approach Mcluanus, 
but he must have $500 in advance, and 
$eOO immediately after he had com 
pletely bis work. Kendig paid laghMl 
1600 for this young man. 

Up to that time Harvey K. Newltt 
had net been known in the caae. Judge 
Butler had resigned from the bench 
of tbe United States court, and Kendig 
inquired of Mr. Ingham who was likely 
to be bis successor. Ingham answered 
that Newltt, bis law-partner, waa a 
possible candidate. 

Witness further testified that be was 
summoned to Mr. Ingham's residence 
m Feb. 2«. Ingham told him the man, 
dealgnated aa No. 8, had met Mr. Mc- 
Maaua. but nothing had been aeeom- 
pllshed. On March 7 Kendig waa in- 
formed by Mr. Ingham that No. 8 had 
Been Agent McManus. 

The .wItneM mM ha had learned that 
the secret aenrlce waa inTeitlgatlng, 
and that he so told Ingham. 

Ingham, he said, told him that Mc- 
Manus wanted $500 a month, but tliut 
Bums Inalsted on 11,000. Then, he 
said, he would require $600. For this 
Jacob and Kendig were guaranteed im- 
munity from interference for 30 days 
succeeding each payment. On that 
day wiuoaa paid Into Ingham's hands 

The next payment, he said, was 
made to Ingham on March 11. and wa« 
11,100. Ingham had been told that 
Deputy Collector Downey had been 
bribed, and that thtre need be no fear 
from the Lancaster and. On April 9 
vvltqesB made another payment of 



$3,000 to Tnrham. and Krndig waw told 
that $2,000 would be paid to McManus 
and Burns on the following day. Ken- 
dig at thla time demanded the name of 
the unknown go-between, dealgnated 
as "No. ' but Ingham decllsed to 
disclose his identity. 

He said, however, that Kendig would 
be protected in tbe event of anything 
happenint to him (Ingham)i The 
hearing waa then adjourned. 

DEAD LY TOR NAPO.

Kautc la AdmoaUhail. 

Washington, April 27.— It has been 
felt pcoper to admoniah Admiral Kautz 
to be more careful either In writing 

such letters as that published from 
Cincinnati or In guarding his letterv 
from publicity, and a letter of that 
character was addressed to him. The- 
oretically a letter addretaed under the 
clreurastanees attending the Kautz 
letter may be regarded as strictly pri- 
vate, yet .practically, the writer must 
accept the consequences that would 
follow the pQbllcatlon. In the eaae of 
.Ttistice Chambers, whose brother made 
public a letter criticising Germans In 
Samoa, the effect will certainly be in- 
jurious to tbe chief Justice. Though 
the letter waa undoubtedly a private 
communication, yet the atate depart- 
ment was bound to take notice of the 
fact that this publieation had done 
much to Injure the usefulness of the 
chief Justice and to render hia reten- 
tion In the ofllce after tbe reconstruc- 
tion of the laland' government Imprac- 
ticable.

Tbe carriages drove over 
the route of the parade, and upon ar- 
rival at the monument the president 
was received with the national salute 
of 21 guns.

He continued a review of tbe testi- 
mony, first paying attention to th« 
time of various Incidents and the alibi 
attempted ea behaU ot the accused. 
He said no man la all bad, and that 

many have reason to remember George 
D. Saxton for his good qualities, for 
hia charity and for bis bounty. There 
is no word in the record to show it, he 
said, and no one can aay that Georfo 

D, Saxton had ever hisulted a virtuoua 
and upright woman. 

Mr. Pomerene eoneluded his revi-w 
Of the case at 11:12. The Judge Imme- 
diately began hia charge to the Jury. 

The delivery of Judge T^Iot'B 
charge to the jury occupied 35 minutea 
and was completed at 1 1 : 50.

ily of the anti-trust law, but limits it» 
foree to offenses committed in the state 
of .Arkansas. Thi' attorney general 
construed tbe law to cover rate making 
by inaurance companiea in Arkansaa or 
elsewhere, thus excluding the old line 
companies from the state. Judge Mar- 
tin holds that the state has a right to 
exclude foreign corporations and pro- 
hibit them from doing buaineaa in the 
state, but can not punlah corporatioaa 
or individuala for vlolatlona of the 
penal code committed In other atatea.
